Qnstruction, President frank 
Stevens told the board, will 
Start very soon, and he hopes 
to have it completed by Jan, 
1, 1962, 

The “ebtex Corporation manu- 
factures adhesives, but ‘not 
inflammable adhesives’, Ste- 
vens told the Selectmen, 

He was repeating virtually 
the same facts he told the 
Board of Appeals on Jan. 7, 
1960, at a prior hearing. 
35,000 gallons of an asphalt 
material will be stored above 
ground, in three tanks, mile 
underground other materials 
will be stored, All are rela 
tively ‘high flash’, meaning 
that, kerosine, for instance, 
is nore dangerous from a fire 
viewpoint, and all materials 
are to be protected by Carbon 
Dioxide extinguishing systems, 
together with a water-sprink~ 
ler system, approved by the 
Fire Underwriters 


Steven’ s statement was second } 


ed by Paul Lennox, Technical 
Director, and chemist, for 
Webtex, 

Fire Chief Arthur Boudreau 
told the Selectmen that he had 
checked with the Cambridge 
Fire Department, and that the 
Chief of that city was ‘sorry 
to see them go’ 

The plant, equipment and 
grounds will be worth about 
$325,000, Stevens stated. The 
grounds are to be landscaped, 
and he stated that it ‘will be 
an improvement for the neigh- 
bo rhood’ . 

Stevens spoke with pride of 
the other two plants owed by 
Webtex, one in Baltimore, and 
the other in California, and 
then added ‘this will be bet- 
ter’. 

Most of the incoming mater- 
ials will arrive by railroad, 
and a side track is to be 
constructed from the B&M RR. 
Outgoing materials will most- 
ly be shipped by truck. 

Half a dozen neighbors, who 
attended the hearing, had sev-

The new plant is expected to 
employ between 80 and 100

ONE OF THE MANY FIRSTS 
Residents of Wilmington can take a particu- 
lar pride, in a sense, in. the Massachusetts 
Institute Technology Centennial, just passed. 
Their pride can come from the fact that in 
about twenty names mentioned, over the century 


of history, one of them was of a Wilmington ! 


There was published, in the Boston Papers, a | 


list of the "firsts" of the M.I.T. laboratories 
beginning back in 1869, the first Physics Lab 
in America. 

Listed in 56 was the Cryotron, invented by 
Dudley A. Buck. 

Dudley A. Buck, of course, was the late Dr. 
Dudley A. Buck, Chairman of the Wilmington 
School Committee at the time of his deathy anc 
one of the finest and most noteworthy citizens 
ever to live in Wilmington. 

He opened a new course in Science, and 
though we mourn his Passing, we can be thankfiil 
that we knew a man of his genius. 


NEVER KICK A LOG ON THE BUMP 
Never kick a Log on the Bump - you'll] just 
get a Stubbed Toe for your efforts. 

The Town Crier knows whereof it speaks, for 
it is an Old Log Kicker, from Way Back. It has 
many Stubbed Toes to show for its efforts, none 
of which are exactly like the Current Stubbed 
Toe. 

Some of our readers may remember the first 
time the Town Crier kicked a Bump. That was the 
occasion a few years ago when we stole the 
plans of a certain school. As a result of the 
furor that was raised the taxpayers, in Town 
Meeting assembled, voted in a new idea in 
School Building Committees, and saved $400,000 
in the process - a sum which has since doubled 
with the building of the Boutwell Street School 
and bids to keep on increasing as Wilmington 
faces up to its need for more and more schools. 

‘The Second Time we really kicked some Bumps. 
That was in the so-called Termite War, when the 
Town Crier saved the Town Manager Plan for Wil- 
mington. We are still paying for that, in lost 
advertising revenue, but we have no regrets be- 
cause we were on the right side, and because, 
as usual, we were the newspaper which did not 
Sell Out. 

For our efforts we were rewarded by the New 
England Weekly Press Association, with two 
awards of the Munici 
two papers in New England to twice receive that 
award. That, and the satisfaction of hav 
Saved thousands of dollars for our fellow t 
Payers is our reward. 


So now the Town Crier is being punished by | 


the Board of Selectmen - because it has taken a 
few honest pokes at current Bumps on the Log, 
pokes which our Selectmen do not like. They 
have reversed themselves, and voted against 
common sense, by voting to be "fair" and to 
divide their advertising between "the two news- 
Papers". 

Make no mistake about it. The vote was and 
is punishment, and nothing else. 

In one or two ways we can hardly blame the 
Selectmen, because the Town Crier is quite out- 
spoken, and no one likes to have omissions or 
errors exposed - even if those errors do cost 
che tax payers money, and do mislead some peo- 
aie, in political and other ways.

tion. Only the Town Crier was able to do this. 
The other paper, when the chips were down, had 
to admit that the people didn't buy it. The 
Tow Crier furnished an Accountant's report 
within the week, and was voted Wilmington's pa- 
per - a reflection of the popular attitude. 

Since then the other paper has abandoned all 
pretense to being a newspaper, except in name 
only. It has abandoned its Second Class privi- 
leges, and become a "circular" according 
Post-office regulations, paying three cents a 
copy to be put, unasked for, in the patrons 
mail boxes, just as do stores advertise their 
wares, expecting half or more of their cireul- 
ars to land in the waste basket. 

To this day there has been no Accountant's 
Report submitted by the other paper. 

But the Commonwealth of Massachusetts does 
not make the distinctions that the State of New 
York does, and that the Postoffiice does. It 
allows anyone to publish anything and call it a 
newspaper, and establishes no test as to whe- 
ther or not it meets any standards. 

And it is on that point that the Selectmen 
have hung their collective hats. The Town Coun- 
sel could legally draw no @i stinetions, - and 
that was enough. They wanted to punish the Town

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ONE OF THE MANY FIRSTS 

Residents of Wilmington can take a particu- 
lar pride, in a sense, in the Massachusetts 
Institute Technology Centennial, just passed. 
Their pride can come from the fact that in 
about twenty names mentioned, over the century 
of history, one of them was of a Wilmington | 
man. | 

There was published, in the Boston papers, a | 
list of the "firsts" of the M.I.T. laboratories 
beginning back in 1869, the first Physics Lab | 
in America. 

Listed in 9.56 was the Cryotron, 
Dudley A. Buck.

He opened a new course in Science, and 
though we mourn his passing, we can be thankfil 
that we knew a man of his genius.

The Town Crier knows whereof it speaks, for 
it is an Old Log Kicker, from Way Back. It has 
many Stubbed Toes to show for its efforts, none 
of which are exactly like the Current Stubbed 
Toe. 

Some of our readers may remember the first 
time the Town Crier kicked a Bump. That was the 
occasion a few years ago when we stole the 
plans of a certain school. As a result of the 
furor that was raised the taxpayers, in Town 
Meeting assembled, voted in a new idea in 
School Building Committees, and saved $400,000 
in the process - a sum which has since doubled 
with the building of the Boutwell Street School 
and bids to kéep on increasing as Wilmington 
faces up to its need for more and more schools. 

‘The Second Time we really kicked some Bumps. 
That was in the so-called Termite War, when the 
Town Crier saved the Town Manager Plan for Wil- 
mington. We are still paying for that, in lost 
advertising revenue, but we have no regrets be- 
cause we were on the right side, and because, 
as usual, we were the newspaper which did not 
Sell Out. 

For our efforts we were rewarded by the New 
England Weekly Press Association, with two 
awards of the Municipal Service Award, one of 
two papers in New England to twice receive that 
award. That, and the satisfaction of having 
saved thousands of dollars for our fellow tax- 
Payers is our reward. 

So now the Town Crier is being punished by 
the Board of Selectmen - because it has taken a 
few honest pokes at current Bumps on the Log, 
pokes which our Selectmen do not like. They 
have reversed themselves, and voted against 
common sense, by voting to be "fair" and to 
divide their advertising between "the two news- 
papers". 

Make no mistake about it. The vote was and 
is punishment, and nothing else. 

In one or two ways we can hardly blame the 
Selectmen, because the Tow Crier is quite out- 
spoken, and no one likes to have omissions or 
2rrors exposed - even if those errors do cost 
che tax payers money, and do mislead some peo- 
oie, in political and other ways. 

It's just that we speak up. We always have, 
and we always shall. We speak up, but we do not 
Sell Out. 


The Previous Vote 


Several years aga there were two newspapers 
in Wilmington. Both qualified, by any test, as 
to what @ newspaper is. Both had Second Class 
privileges in the Post Office, a privilege | 
which grants lower mail rates, and is given on- 
ly to newspapers which can establish paid cir- 
culation. Both would pass the New York State 
laws on Newspapers, which is perhaps the most 
rigourous in the nation. 

But the other paper, then as now, had a ha- 
bit about lying about its "circulation", and

The other paper, when the chips were down, had 
to admit that the people didn't buy it. The! 
Town Crier furnished an Accountant's report 
within the week, and was voted Wilmington's pa- 
per - a reflection of the popular attitude. 

Since then the other paper has abandoned all 
pretense to being a newspaper, except in name 
only- It has abandoned its Second Class priv 
leges, and become a "circular" according to 
Post-office regulations, paying three cents a 
copy to be put, unasked for, in the patrons | 
mail boxes, just as do stores advertise their | 
wares, expecting half or more of their cirecul- 
ars to land in the waste basket. 

To this day there has been no Accountant's 
Report submitted by the other paper. 

But the Commonwealth of Massachusetts does | 
not make the distinctions that the State of New| 
York does, and that the Postoffiice does. It 
allows anyone to publish anything and call it a 
newspaper, and establishes no test as to whe- | 
ther or not it meets any standards. 

And it is on that point that the Selectmen 
have hung their collective hats. The Town Coun- 
sel could legally draw no distinetions, - and 
that was enough. They wanted to punish the Town 
Crier for Stubbing its Toe on the Current Bumps | 
on the Log. 

Some of the Current Bumps 

Wilmington, within the past year, voted down | 
@ proposal for Urban Renewal, a proposal which 
had become, quite unfortunately, political. 

We could have had a program which would have 
assisted the merchants, but we didn't. If it 
had been designed to assist those people as 
would have wanted it, then it would or could 
have been to their advantage. !
